UNDER the Depth of Rain fallen at London in 1794, 
given at the Top of the Right Hand Page of each 
Month, I have as uſual, for the Uſe of Farmers, Graziers, 
and other Huſbandmen, pointed out certain Days of this 
Year, 1796, when (frem particular Obſervations of the

or leſs, within the ſhort Space of three Days; and theugh 
this Change of the Weather may ſometimes take Place a 
Day or two ſooner or later, according to the Electricity of 
the Atmoſphere, from different occult Cauſes; yet never. 
theleſs, within this ſmall Limit, our Predictions have been 
' wonderfully verified, even ſo, as to fail in our Part of the 
Nation, viz. RoysTon, Herts, only 8 Times out of 46 in 
the Year 1791 ; fix Fimes out of 47 in 1792; eleven Times 
out of 53 in 1793 and eight Times out of 46 in 1794. 
Naw theſe particular Times of a Change in the Atmoſphere 
for Rain or Snow, with the Weather given in the Columns, 
make up what I call my general Judgment thereof; and are 
to be ald and claſſed with the Indications for Rain, &c. by 
a good BAROMETER or Heather Glaſi, which for a Farmer 
8 be 3 is like a Sailor going to Sea without his 
Com paſcs.

A — Wear HER GLAS s and this Almanack (but take 
Care of Counterfeits) are intended as uſeful Companions, 
one giving a Check upon the other; ſo that a Farmer may 
be at ſome Certainty when to Houſe his Grain; and the 
Grazier when to get up his Hay; the Almanack pointing 
out the near Time, and the Barometer the exact Time. 
- And alſo note, that in a wet Seaſon, every little finking of 
the Quickſilver indicates a Shower; but in a dry. Seaſon, 
the Mercury muſt fink pretty much before Rain may be ex- 
eted. The Quickſilver always ſinks more for Wind and 
Rain together, than for Rain alone. In ſtormy Weather 
= the Quickſilver is generally very low, but after the Storm 
= is over, the Mercury riſes very faſt. 5
